THE DEMOCRATS AND THE PENSION QUEs- 
0 oe 


Last week the House voted down some amend- 
ments, good, bad, and indifferent, designed 
to lessen the expenditure for pensions. It 
showed that that Democratic body did not 
care to meddle with the present system of the 
“extravagance and corruption” of which the 
Democratic members have been making bit- 
ter complaints for over a year. 

Tuesday the pension question came up in 
the Senate. An amendment was offered to 
add $10,000 to the appropriation for one of 
the soldiers’ homes. Mr. Gorman begged that 
it be nut pressed, saying that although the pen- 
sion appropriation bill amounted to $165,000,- 
000 there would surely be a deficiency of about 
$15,000,000 by July 1. Notwithstanding this 


appeal the amendment in question was adopt- 


ed, as were also similar ones for other homes. 
Daring the debate Senator Palmer, who, was 
in favor of the amendment, said: 

He thought no political party would ever refuse 
to make prover a ations for pensions. He 
believed that the next administration would not 
have any new policy on that subject. It had been 
a race between political parties for many years 
as to which should be most earnest in their liber- 
ality to the old soldiers, and he apprehended 
that the race would continue so long as the old 
fellows amounted to so much as they now do at 
the polis. 

There are other Democrats who think with

istration will have no new policy on the pen- 
sion question, who are opposed to striking a 
single name off the rolls no matter if it got 
there wrongfully, and to modifying existing 
laws, even though they may think them 
too lax.

cut down on the Police and Fire Departments 
to give more than its share to that of Public

The matter is entirely in the hands of the 
Council. It can alter the Controlier’s figures 
asitsees fit, It can rob Peter to pay Paul if 
it chooses. It may take the ground that if an 
economy which has not been observed in the 
past were practiced in the future, the amount 
which the Controller has allotted to the De- 
partment of Public Works will be about 
sufficient. If the city were not fleeced by 
contractors make extortionate profits off 
it, if it did not hire three men to do the work 
of two, and pay the three as much as four are 
entitied to, the appropriation would be large 
enough. 

If the Council thinks all tne departinents 
ought to have more money, and that there is 
not one of them which it is safe to stint, the 
Aldermen can provide more cash withont the 
least difficulty. An increase of the liquor 
licenses will give them all they need. They 
can raise $1,000,000 extra by the passage 
of one little ordinance. It is no use to scold 
at town assessors or to appeal to the Legisla- 
ture. There is but one way in which the gross 
‘revenue for this year can be increased, and 
that is by higher licenses. 

It is in the power of the Council also to do 
something which, while it will not increase 
the sun total of the revenues, will add to the 
amount which can be expended for public im- 
provements. A third of last year’s appropria- 
tion was for salaries, pure and simple, for the 
wages of men whose names were on the city 
pay-rolis. The total amount thus paid out 
was over four and three-quarter million dol- 
lars. Nothiag is easier than for the Council 
to cut down these salaries, which are exces- 
sive. The Council can do it with the comfort- 
ing assurance that its action will not result in 
astrike. The police, clerks, inspectors, etc., 
will not drop their clubs or pens and say they 
willdo no more work till the old wage scale 
is restored, and that they will punch the heads 
of the men who offer to take their jobs at the 
low rates. When wages were cut down by the 
Reform Council of 1876 there was no strike 
of city employés, atid there would be none 
now. 

So the entire responsibility rests on the 
Council, It is not right to blame the Con- 
troller. He merely makes recommendations 
which the Council can concur in or not as it 
pleases. If there is not money enough he will 
not be at fault, but the Aldermen. If the 
-streets are dirty they are the ones to be abused, 
not he. If the voters are not pleased with the 


appropriation bill they have a speedy remedy 
as far as half of them ate concerned. The terms 
of thirty-four Aldermen expire in April, If 
they are reélected after failing to provide the 
means to clean and police the city it will be

MAKE THE WRONGFUL LITIGANT par 
FOR HIS FUN. 
Tus Tatsunez has often called attention to 


the fact that the dockets of the Cook County 


courts contain two classes of suits whose 
presence there ought to be discouraged. 
They are those where the plaintiffs ought 
ne vor to-have sued, because there was not a 
ghost of a shadow of justice on their side, and 
those where plaintiffs should not have been 
compelled to sue to recover that which clearly 
belonged to them. It has been pointed out 
that in such cases the party who is manifestly 
in the wrong and who has used the courts for 
improper purposes ought to make amends to 
the person Whom he has put to unnécessary 
expense, 

At the last meeting of the Chicago ‘Bar As- 
sociation Judge Caton, speaking of his first 
arrival in this city and his perusal of the IIli- 
nois statutes, which differed in some respects 
from those of New York,where he had had his 
legal training, said: 

In New York the statute gives certain fees to 
the successful lawyer, which must be paid him 
by the unsuctessful party, because it is deemed 
but just that he who wrongfully causes litigation 
should pay the cost which he has comipelled by 
his wrongful acts of omission or commission, and 
I was greatly disappointed to find that the fee 
bill provided no compensation to be paid ta the 
lawyer of the successful party, and I may now say 
that in my opinion the rule which compels the 
party in fault to pay at least a part of the ex- 
pense which he compels the party who hase suf- 
fered wrong to incur, in order to recover his 
rights, is but just and consistént with sound pol- 
icy. The law which exempts a man from paying 
anything which he has compelied the injured 
party to incur encourages litigation. 


The opinion of such 4 man as Judge Caton 
is worth something. He has studied this 
question from the standpoint of the lawyer, 
the Judge, the business-man, and the moralist, 
and it is his conclusion, as will be that of 
every honest man who stops to reflect, that a 
person who has been attacked without cause 
or who has been wrongfully forced to ga to 
law to recover undisputed rights should be 
compensated for the injury done him. 

It appears that Representative McMurdy of 
this city has introduced a bill on this subject 
which is now before the J udiciary committee. 
It provides that when any final decree or 
judgment is rendered, if the court finds the 
action prosecuted or defense set up is frivo- 
lous he may award the successful party a 
reasonable sum as attorneys’ fees; that’ when 
a final judgment or decree is rendered by 
dstault the J udge may in his discretion award 
the successful party a reasonable sum as at- 
torneys’ or solicitors’ fees, and that if any 
dilatory motion is overruled, stricken out, or 
withdrawn, the Judge, it he finds it frivolous, 
may award the successful party a reasonable 
sum for legal servi 

It may be better to limit the discrenon of 
the Judge, as is done in New York, by pro- 
viding that the amount allowed by him shall 
not exceed a certain percentage of the sum 
or the value of the thing sued for, but the 
principle of the bill is sound. If a man brings 
a suit which is clearly unjust why should not 
he suffer for it? If dilatory motions are 
made on behalf of a suitor for no other 
purpose than to gain time and harass and 
wear out his antagonist, why should not he 
pay for it? A debtor, though perfectly able 
to pay, refuses out of sheer malice 
to do so, The sim is a small one 
and the creditor sues before a Justice of 
the Peace and recovers judgement. The de-

Thousands View the Remains as. They Lie 
~ “tthe City fair New Orieans.” ” 
New Orreans, La., Feb. 22.—{ Special }—The 
remains of Gen. G. T. Beauregard were turned 
over to the city at 4 o'clock this afternoon. In 
compliance with the General's request there-were 
no flowers, and although there was also a request 
that there be as little display as possible the vet- 
erans would not hava itso. The five veteran as- 
sociations in the city had delegations at the house 
and they participated in the private religious cer- 
emony which preceded the removal of the casket. 
In a letter to his sons the General, although not 
an active religionist, requested that one of three 
priests be invited to conduct the funeral service. 
Father Subileau, who married the General’s son. 
was chosen, and although he was not the priest 
of the parish in which the death occurred Arech- 
bishop Janssens N ranted permission for 
him to officiate. The ates delivered a simple 
eul in French, referring to the deceased as a 
soldier, a citizen, and a Christian, and after a 
simple prayer the veterans, accompanied by the 
family, escorted the hearse to the city hall. The 
Council chamber was elaborately decorated, and 
the body was plated upon a catafaique in the 
center, A guard of honor of the veterans Was 
by the side of the coffin, and after the family

Dr. Edward Everett Hale as Viewed by 
Edwin D. Mead. 

Edwin D. Mead in Editor's Table,“ New 
England Magazine for June, 1892, gives a 
graphic picture of Dr. Edward Everett Hale, 
Bostun’s best-known preacher, and ventures 
an estimate of the man and his life work.

McLaughlin Swinging to Cleveland. 


Che most absolute boss which New York 
Democracy possesses is not Richard Croker, 
but Hugh MecLaughlioa of Brooklyn. Behind 
Mr. Croker are powerful influences to which he 
must give heed. Behind Mr. McLaughlia 
there are none. The Brooklyn Democracy 
has always leaneq towards the Cleveland face 
tion. McLaughlin has been compelled to giv- 
a sullen support to Gov. Hill and to have a 
temporary alliance with Tammany Hall of 
late.

Dr. McPherson’s Tribute. 


Mr. Foote’s career and character were de- 
tailed in Dr, McPherson’s sermon, which was 
eloquent and touching. He said: 

He was of English and Puritan lineage, but of 
the seventh of the nine generations that have 
been at home in the New World. The original 
settler, Nathaniel Foote, migrating 
science’s sake, received a grant of 
colony of usetts Ber and took the oath 
of freeman. there in 1633. Three years later he 
settled at Wethersfield, Conn. He died in 164, 
leaving a large famity. In 1549 his descendants 
numbered 3,500, with representatives in almost 
every State in the Union.

He 
studied law and practiced at Augusta, removing, 
however, to Wicasset, where he formed a partoer- 
ship with his father-in-law, Wilmot Wood. 

© was appointed C of Customs 
there by President Lincoln, and retained the 
place until he came to Chicago in 1367 to enter 
into business with his brother-in-law, Albert J.
